REMARKS 

Claims 1-25, 28-33, 125, 126, 129-132, and 134 are presented 
for consideration by the Examiner. Applicant notes that the Office 
Action mailed February 24, 2005, indicated that claim 125 was 
allowed, and claims 26, 28, 133, and 134 were indicated as being 
allowable if rewritten in independent form. The allowable subject 
matter of claim 26 has been incorporated into claim 1, and the 
allowable subject matter of claim 133 has been incorporated into 
claim 130. Claims 8, 26, 27, 127, 133, and 135-137 have been 
canceled herein, and claims 34-124 and 128 have been canceled 
previously, such that all of the claims remaining have been 
indicated as being allowable, or dependent from a claim indicated 
as being allowable. Claims 28 and 134 have been amended herein to 
depend from a claim that has not been canceled, and every ground of 
rejection has been addressed. 

CONCLUSION AND AUTHORIZATION OF DEPOSIT ACCOUNT 
In view of the foregoing, applicant believes that claims 1-25, 
28-33, 125, 126, 129-132, and 134 are all allowable and the same is 
respectfully requested. If any impediment to the allowance of 
these claims remains after entry of this Amendment, and such 
impediment could be alleviated during a telephone interview, the 
Examiner is invited to initiate the same.
